Titled **Pro-American”’ it says, 
in part: 

“The trouble with the fash- 
jonable anti-Americanism is 
that it is so utterly wrong and 
foolish, and at the same time 
has become so deeply ingrained 
a habit, that is is almost impos- 
sible to attack it without de- 
scending to crude over-simplifi- 
cations. It is necessary to say 
that the Americans are good and 
the Russians bad, that the Amer- 
icans are our friends and the 
Russians our enemies, that the 
man. who prefers Communist 
Russians to anti - Communist 
Americans is a fool or a rogue 
and to postpone aij] the qualifi- 
cations and explanations which 


are necessary to proper dis- 
course on international rela- 
tions. The trouble with 
our own pseudo-intellectual anti- 
Americans is that they have 
obscured a number of broad and 
simple facts with a collection of 
stupid prejudices. 


Danger 


“There is a considerable danger 
of decline into a helpless attitude 
of hoping for the best where Rus- 
sian foreign policy is concerned 
—of assuming, in the face of most 
of the available facts, that the 
Communist leaders are really a 
collection of good-hearted fellows 
who happen to look sinister and 
dangerous and who denounce and 
imprison and liquidate each other 
more in sorrow than in anger. It 
would no doubt infuriate our 
present-day pro-Russians fo tell 
them that they are behaving to- 
ward Mr. Malenkov in rather the 
Same way as Neville Chamberlain 
behaved towards Hitler, until the 
truth killed his hopes. But it is 
true just the same. They are well 
on the way to the new appease- 
ment. Yet the fact remains that 
all the post-war successes of the 
free world against Communist 
ageression—in the Berlin block- 
ade, on the northern frontier of 
Greece and in Korea—have been 
scored by the very opposite of 
appeasement. Firmness has paid 
every time. And yet what seems 
to be most strongly objected to, 
where Americans are concerned, 
is that they go on thinking that 
firmness will continue to pay. But 
we have no real evidence that 
they are wrong. All we have is 
an undermining of sane policy by 
the insidious prejudice whose 
short name is anti-Americanism. 


Justified 

“The friends of the United 
States, as well as its enemies, are 
justified in criticisings President 
Eisenhower for taking® so much 
time to formulate the new foreign 
policy which he promised the 
electors last November. He may 
have his difficulties, but he 
should look to them himself. We 
cannot do it for him. 


“In the same way, the friends 
as well as the enemies of the 
United States can condemn the 
hideous results of McCarthyism 
and continue to express the hope 
that the President will take 
stronger measures to root out this 
menace. Yet even here have we 
struck the right balance in at- 
taching so much importance to 
these American shortcomings 
while ignoring the corresponding 
and much worse manifestations 
of the same vices in Russia? If 
we must complain of political per- 
secution or of obscurity and pro- 
crastination in the definition of 
foreign policies, must it always 
br the Americans of whom we 
complain? Does anybody here 
think that these things are more 
tolerable in Russia because they 
have gone on longer and struck 
much deeper? A lot of ignorance 
and fear no doubt gets into Ameri- 
can foreign and domestic policies 
by one means or another. But at 
least there is a lively hope among 
the American people themselves 
that they will get rid of these 
things. We would be much better 
advised to support that hope than 
to follow the disingenuous proph- 
ets of despair.” 

I submit to the jury, that this 
fs good, sound sense, to be re- 
membered.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28 (INS)— 
A group of 11 invalids—five of 
them on stretchers and four in 
wheelchairs—begin a 17,000-mile 
pilgrimage today. to Catholic 
shrines in Europe. 

The invalids are among a group 
of 44 persons who have come 
from 11 states and Canada dur- 
ing the past week for the voyage 
to Europe aboard the Liner Nieuw 
Amsterdam. The pilgrims suffer 
from ataxia, epilepsy, arthritis 
and malignant growths. 

“Operation Dreamboat”’ as the 
trip is called, is sponsored by 
the non-profit confraternity of 
Pilgrims of Chicago. The tour 
will include visits to Lisieux, 
Paris and Lourdes in France; 
an audience with the Pope dur- 
ing a Rome visit; Ejinsiedeln, an- 
cient Swiss benedictine shrine; 
Fatima, Portugal; Brussels and 
The Hague. 

Mary Ellen Kelly, 30, of Mar- 


cus, Iowa, writer, who was crip- 
pled with rheumatoid arthritis 
when she was 16, was one of the 
stretcher cases.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28—(P—A 
fudge warned today the battle be- 
tween the new AFL union and 
the expelled International Long- 
shoremen’s Assn. for control of 
the New York docks threatens to 
break out into ‘‘violence and even 
murder.”’ 

Hundreds of police on foot and 
aboard harbor fireboats patrolled 
the waterfront as AFL organizers 
moved in strength into the area 
to try to talk the tough longshore- 
men into breakin; with the ILA 
and joining a new AFL union. 

Brooklyn Judge Samuel Leibo- 
witz issued his warning of vio- 
lence shortly after a man was ar- 
rested on the waterfront in a 
Seaman’s_ International Union 
truck carrying 20 baseball bats 
and 40 bludgeons. SIU members 
have been organizing for the new 
AFL union. 

The AFL chartered the new 

_ Union after throwing out the ILA 
- On charges of corruption. 
The New York City Anti-Crime 
‘ Committee told New York ship- 
pers today they should not sign 
any contract witn the ILA be- 
cause “‘any agreement with these 
mobsters or their puppets would 
bring in its wake bloodshed, en- 
trenched gangsterism and hard- 
ship to decent and much-abused 
longshoremen.”’ 


In addition, in a note made pub- 
lic today responding to Italy’s 
note of Sept. 13 proposing the 
plebiscite, Yugoslavia rejected 
not only a 5-power conference to 
discuss a plebiscite but also any 
international conference on the 
Trieste dispute. 

FURTHER DIFFICULTY 

Such a conference, Yugoslavia 
declared, would be fruitless and 
doomed to failure and probably 
would make even more difficult 
than heretofore the possibility of 
an agreement on the Trieste 
question. 

According to the proposal made 
by Italian Premier Pella, the 
United States, Britain and 
France, in addition to the two dis- 
putants, would meet to prepare 
the conditions for a plebiscite. 

Subsequently some Yugoslav 
circles speculated that an inter- 
national conference not restrict- 
ed in its agenda might be useful, 
but that speculation now obvious- 
ly has ceased. 

There had been reports that 
the Yugoslavs were interested in 
suggesting the broadening of a 
conference on Trieste to include 
Greece and Turkey. 


DENATIONALIZATION 


In replying to the Italian note, 
the Yugoslavs stressed that they 
could not consider a _ plebiscite 
unless concrete measures were 
undertaken to ameliorate the al- 
leged ‘‘denationalization’’ of the 
Trieste area by discrimination 
against the Slovenes and Croats. 


The Yugoslav note tartly re- 
minded Italy that proposals for 
such measures were contained in 
a note to the former minister to 
Belgrade on March 28, 1952, and 
that the note had not been an- 
swered. 


French Slay 
89, Bag 114 


Near Hanoi 


HANOI, Sept. 28 (#—French 
Union forces killed 89 Vietminh 
rebels and captured 114 in their 
mop up action 30 miles southeast 
of Hanoi in the Hung Yen sector, 
a French army spokesman an- 
nounced tonight. 

This brought to 224 the number 
of Communist-led Vietminh killed 
since the operation started last 
Wednesday. 

The spokesman said the French 
are continuing to close in around 
9,000 Vietminh troops in the Hung 
Yen area but made no estimate 
of how many of the enemy might 
have slipped out of their net. The 
French claim 224 rebels have 
been captured thus far. 


They also reported seizing 200 
or more men suspected of being 
Vietminh soldiers or aiding the 
enemy during the French mop-up 
sweep through a string of forti- 


‘fied villages.

In Self-Defense 


After the Revolution the states tried 
. government under a_ confederation. 
‘Trouble arose because of trade jeal- 
ousies. Tariffs were imposed between 
* states. Massachusetts levied on Maine 
* potatoes and New York on Bay State 
cod. The situation was more suggestive 
of a divided Europe than of a free 
America. : 

The weaknesses of confederation ap- 
parent, the states switched to a federal 
government under a Constitution which 
forbade the states to levy export or im- 
port duties. We've thrived under that 
plan. There has been a free flow of 
~ goods, thanks to reasonable reciprocal 
agreements among states. Rarely must 
a shipment be held up at a state line. 
Reciprocity has had its mutual benefits 
in a prosperity never equalled by any 
nation in history. 

But not with Georgia and milk. The 
story is familiar. Out-of-state distrib- 
utors must pay the keep of Georgia in- 
spectors. The Georgia Agriculture de- 
partment consistently refuses to accept 
inspection by a sister state or by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. The 
requirement amounts to a trade bar- 
rier. 

Tennessee distributors have been 
paying $600 a month for the inspection 
of milk shipped into Georgia. But Geor- 
gia producers have shipped milk into 
Tennessee free of an inspection charge. 


Now Tennessee has retaliated. After 
working out reciprocal agreements with 
other neighbors—and Tennessee has 
several—the dairy commissioner in the 
- Volunteer State has imposed a $25-a- 
day inspection fee on Georgia milk 
- flowing into his territory. He hated to 
do it, he said, but he thought the re- 
prisal only fair to his own shippers.

Our Pact With Franco 
Is Hard to Accept 


Necessity, like politics, makes for 
strange bedfellows. The pact with 
Franco’s Spain was inevitable on that 
score, although it seems strange to many 
people that military requirements find 
us allied with a dictatorship the equal 
of Hitler’s Germany and Mussolini’s 
Italy. 

Examining the pact, one wenithina 
what the future will reveal that we 
have gained. There’s no doubt about 
what Franco wins. This recognition 
will stabilize his regime and give Spain 
added prestige.in world affairs. He has 
driven a hard bargain and the battered 
Spanish economy will get a badly need- 
ed shot in the arm. 

On our side, of course, we have pre- 
. sumably won bases for the Sixth Fleet, 
which has been opérating in the Medi- 
terranean without permanent base ar- 
rangements. Since United States naval 
power has replaced the British as the 
dominant factor in the security of this 
vital sea lifeline, it was imperative that 
such bases be made available. 

The United States military has been 
anxious for years, too, about what 
would happen should the Russians 
launch powerful land armies against 
Western Europe. Should France and 
Germany be overrun, the Spanish pe- 
ninsula, protected by the natural bar- 
riers of the Pyrenees mountain chain. 
would be our last foothold on the con- 
tinent. Air bases there would give us 
springboards for retaliation in case of 
atomic war. 

_ We are likely to find some of our 
Allies less than enthusiastic about this 
pseudo alliance with Franco and the 
Communists will make the most of it 
from a propaganda viewpoint. From 
necessity, we find ourselves forced once 
more to uphold the status quo—this 


time a vicious dictatorship—when our | 


natural inclination is to abhor every- 
thing Franco stands for. 

We can only hope the military ad- 
vantages we have gained will more than 
make up for the jolt to world public 
opinion of this strange alliance.

The results 
have been new crops, greater yields and 
millions of dollars of added income for 
farmers. He has had as much to do 
with promoting the profitable livestock 
industry as any other man. 

Although his quiet service was not

community in Georgia. 
in fact, extended far beyond the con- 
fines of Georgia. It was Southwide, 
even nationwide, in scope.

Clarkesville Shows Way

In Municipal Finances 

In “Clarkesville Reassessment, 1953,” 
(September Georgia Local Government 
Journal) Mrs. Charles Graves, mayor 
of Clarkésville in Habersham County, 
has contributed a forthright article on 
city finance. 

When Mrs. Graves took office at the 
first of the year, she found the city 
faced with a financial problem not 
uncommon among Georgia municipali- 
ties—outgo far in excess of income. 
The Graves administration set about 
seeing what could be done to balance 
the budget. A good starting place 
seemed to be the field of ad valorem 
taxes. 

Clarkesville was using the self-as- 
sessment system under which, the wom- 
an mayor comments, “It would be illu- 
sury to think that property would be re- 
turned at anywhere near its true value.” 

The city council called in technical 
help. It set about locating, measuring 
and classifying all property within the 
city It reached out to establish stand- 
ards in appraisal, reporting and depre- 
Ciation. 

“Emphasis has been niall ” says 
Mayor Graves, “upon the universal ap- 
plication of standards and procedures 
with no consideration for personalities.” 
She warns that once a city begins to 
make exceptions the system collapses. 

In summary, Her Honor says, 
“Clarkesville feels that this system is 
mar:datory in achieving an equitable 


tax base upon which plans for the im-~ . 
provement of community services must 


rest.” 

It looks as if a brighter day in 
finances is ahead for Clarkesville. It 
looks as if the woman mayor has a good 
grasp of her job and a council that is 
working with her. 

We commend the Graves article on 
the Clarkesville plan to municipalities 
with the same problem. Their number 
is legion.

Unfortunately there are governments 
which are either naive or guilty of collu- 
sion with the Communists. The speeches of 
Prime Minister Nehru of India have cre- 
ated the impression in many quarters in 
America that he does not understand the 
meaning of dishonor and bad faith, or else 
chooses for reasons of his own to ignore the 
facts completely. 

‘ No agreement or pledge made by Soviet 
Russia since 1945 has been worth the paper 
it was written on and hence, when India’s 
envoy to the United Nations acts as if there 
never had been any violations by Soviet 
Russia and proposes now that a mere dec- 
laration of peaceful purpose by Moscow be 
accepted at face value, he merely gives 
momentum to the Soviet ‘‘peace offensive.’’ 

Plan’ after plan has been proposed in 
the U.N. by the Western powers for con- 
trol of atomic weapons, but Russia has 
blocked every one of them. 

The. Communists may not realize it, but 
they have succeeded by their tactics in 
making the largest part of the free world 


lose faith in any promises they may make 


hereafter. President Eisenhower, in his 
April 16 speech, called for deeds from So- 
viet Russia rather than words. But the 
deeds have not been forthcoming. 

It is on a background of such blackmail 
and faithlessness that an official represen- 
tative of India now asks the United States, 
Great Britain and France to forget the 
crimes of the past and to believe that a 
group of gangsters in Moscow have sud- 
denly become virtuous. What a_ gullible 
young government India happens to have! 
What’s worse, that same government has 
a much distorted concept about American 
readiness to surrender to Communist im- 
perialism on any or all fronts.

Furthermore, it might 
be safely forecast, with- 
out too much risk, that 
a revised and amended 

ee acetil social security law will 
come rene the 83rd Congress before it ad- 
journs, including greatly extended coverage. 


Paramount are political considerations. 
The Republican Party needs a record on 
“social gains’’—which President Eisen- 
hower promised to preserve—to take before 
the voters in next year’s congressional elec- 
tions. Social security fits the bill. It is 
thought of first when ‘‘social gains” are 
mentioned, perhaps because it was among 
the earliest of the New Deal social welfare 
galaxy. It affects many millions of citi- 
zens—voters also. It is safe and respect- 
able, unlike health insurance and public 
housing, because there is hardly anybody 
who quarrels with the principle any more, 
though there is plenty of criticism of de- 
tails of its operation. 

With younger voters, of course, the issue 
still is theoretical and philosophical, repre- 
seuting a need that seems a very long way 
off. But with older citizens, approaching 
the retirement time of life, who anticipate 
many more years, the issue has compelling 
force. The percentage of our population 65 
years of age and over-has greatly in- 
creased, and the ratio will grow. 


That was demonstrated, though it got 
little atténtion, when the reinvigorated 
lobby of the reviving Townsend old-age 
pension movement induced, or frightened, 
156 members ‘of the House of Representa- 
tives last session to sign a petition to bring 
the Townsend Plan bill before that body. 
It requires 218 to force a bill to the floor. 
That’s a majority. It was Dr. Francis 
Townsend and his threatening army of old 
folks who pushed the Roosevelt administra- 
tion and Congress to enactment of the 
original socia] security law in 1935 ahead 
of its scheduled time. ‘‘Doc’’ Townsend was 
regarded as an. old man then. 

Both political parties are vying for credit 
for further expansion of the system. Each 
has proposals in Congress for extending 
cceverage to some 10,000,000 more persons. 
It will be the administration bill naturally 
that will get right of way. 

Once the issue is opened, however, all 
sorts of changes and improvements and 
refinements will be sought, among them, 
larger pensions td be available at an ear- 
lier age, which is the Townsend objective, 
and an increase in the amount of outside 
income that a pension recipient can get, 
which the administration .is supporting.

Vinson’s ‘Scrupulous Honesty Sets 


Standard for All Public Servants 


WASHINGTON—It comes as a mark of 
integrity and scrupulous honesty, built upon 
a high devotion to the public service, that 
a man of the caliber of the late Chief Jus- 
tice Fred M. Vinson left a net estate of 
only approximately $1,000. The last will 
and testament of the Kentucky-born man, 
who rose to the highest pinnacle of the 
American judiciary, revealed gross assets 
of some $7,000 and lia- 
bilities in the form of 
debts of $6,000. That 
was about the extent of 
his worldly holdings. 

He left a _ certain 
amount of additional 
property outside of 
Washington in Kentucky 
and West Virginia, but 
according to the attor- 
ney, James M. Earnest, 
who handled the pro- i. 
bate matter for the family, this was ‘‘negli- 
gible—so small:I wouldn’t even mention it.”’ 

For a.man who spent 30 years in the 
public service, holding exalted positions in 
all three branches of the government—legis- 
lative, executive and judicial—this is,an 
exemplary record. It sets up the criterion 
by which we like to judge our public offi- 
cials. Also, it offers an answer to those 
who view with suspicion the honesty of all 
public servants. 

Because of the wide scope of his influ- 
ence and the many important government 
posts he held, Vinson was in a position to 
feather his nest handsomely if he had had 


§ 


a single streak of dishonesty in his makeup. 
The fact that he left so little of the world’s 
goods speaks for itself on this score. 

Nor did he live an extravagant life. His 
home surroundings were simple but in keep- 
ing with the dignity of his high office. Evi- 
dently he found little left over from his offi- 
cial salary as chief justice, which was some 
$20,000 a year, to accumulate in an estate. 

Many persons wil] see something incon- 
gruous in the fact that some of the lawyers 
who appeared before the highest tribunal 
during Vinson’s tenure as chief justice re- 
ceived more in fees from a single case than 
the sum total of his salary for five years. 

The late chief justice was more devoted 
to his public duty than he was interested 
in making money. What he might have 
dorie if he had thought in terms of financial 
gair is*easy to visualize. One of Vinson’s 
predecessors, Charles Evans Hughes, left 
an estate of $1,000,000 when he died a few 
years ago after retiring from the chief 
justiceship. 

Hughes accumulated this sum as a 
practicing lawyer during the interim when 
he left the court as an associate justice 
and returned some years later as chief 
justice, having served in the meantime as 
secretary of state in the Harding and Cool-

Not to have left an estate any larger 
than he did makes Vinson the epitome of 
honest government servants. His career 
offers a fitting contrast to some of the 
chiselers who have been exposed as operat- 
ing in and outside the fringe of government.
